I have becn researciing the subject of Military Payment Certificates 
for many years and there seems to allways be somethin’ more I can 
learn about this beautifull and neaninzfull type of Military Currency. 

As each one of us, Numismatists knows, we all are seeking more 
knowledge of our Numismatic material we collect and exhibit. To say 
each of us know everything about our hobby, (and I'm sure we don't) is 

os not the case, for all of us, you and I have a treat goal in findine 
more information and to gain just that one mor2 bit of unknown facts. 

Military Payment Certificates have been used for twenty-seven (27) 
years by the people in the Armed Forces. The last two series of 
Military orrency notes in use were Series NO: 692 and Series NO: 651. 
Series NO:.692 was used in SO, Viet-Nam and Series NO: 65I was in use 
in SO. Korea. The Series 65I was in use as April 28, 1969 thru Novem- 
ber of the I9 th, 1973. Series 692 was put in use October, & 1973 thru 
March I5, I9735. 

I would sppricicate hearinz from any one of you who were in the 
Armed Porces just after World war II, from 1946 and probably you might 
of been in the Service in SO; Viet-Nam or SO: Korea, I need more in- 
formation about the Military Payment Certificates, ( “. P. c's. )
